Oberlin Fifty Years Ago

People come and go. Business enterprises flourish and flounder. 
Few, if any, of our institutions have permanence. Some fifty years 
ago, Dean Pound said that “The law must be stable, yet it cannot 
stand still.” Much the same can be said of our colleges and univer- 
sities. Though they have experienced much change, like other 
institutions, they show great continuity. Among my pleasant 
Oberlin recollections are Theodore E. Burton and Alexander 
Hadden, both of the Class of 1873, and both members of the 
Board of Trustees. From them to the time when the present grad- 
uating class comes back for its fiftieth reunion will be a hundred 
and fifty years. I have no doubt that the college will still be here, 
and changed, but recognizable by those who have been studying 
here now. At this Commencement period, it may be worthwhile 
to set forth some recollections of Oberlin College as it was in the 
early 1920’s, particularly in terms of the people who were then 
ministering to the college as its students and as members of its 
faculty. 


It was undoubtedly a simpler time. There was no television, or 
established air travel. Radio was in its infancy. The first time I 
heard music by radio was in the physics laboratory in the basement 
of Peters Hall, in the fall of 1921, though I had had a crystal set 
for dots and dashes before I came to Oberlin. The first national 
broadcast of a public event was the inauguration of Calvin 
Coolidge on March 4, 1925, and loudspeakers were installed in 
Finney Chapel for that event, with a large attendance. 


Those were relatively quiet days, on the international scene, and 
in our domestic politics and economy. There was no atom bomb, 
nor nuclear power, though the first theoretical appearance of 
nuclear fission was briefly mentioned in the physics laboratory. 
The tuition charge was $200 a year. Board in college dining rooms, 
with student waiters, was $6 or $7 a week. Rooms were had, mainly 
in private houses, for $2.50 or $3 a week. A paying student 
could cover all expenses well within $1,000 a year. The maximum 
salary of a full professor was $5,000 per year. And they lived in 
nice houses, many of them still in active use today, and they were 
generous in their hospitality to students. 


As one looks back, they seem to have been an especially devoted 
and dedicated group. The idea that Oberlin was a special place, 
with its own history and mission was still strong. The student body 
was geographically diverse, coming from many different states. 
Without any conscious purpose, though, and arising out of the 
tradition and background of the institution, a high proportion of 
the students were what we now call, somewhat perjoratively, 
middle-class, white, Anglo-Saxon, Protestant Americans, often 
with a church or missionary background. We did not think about

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that at the time, though. There was a good deal of diversity, and all 
were fully accepted. But the traditional group were the kind of 
people with whom most of us had grown up. It seemed natural 
and congenial to be going to college with them. We were not self- 
conscious about it. There was very little wealth. Many of the 
parents were missionaries, teachers, ministers, doctors, lawyers, 
and small businessmen. Many of the students had to work in order 
to cover a considerable portion of their expenses. This was taken 
for granted. The easiest job was to be chaplain in a dining hall. 
But many of the chaplains were very conscientious about the 
assignment. 


Presiding over this somewhat unique institution was its Presi- 
dent, the Reverend Dr. Henry Churchill King. President King 
lived in a large house with fine grounds on East College Street. 
During the freshman year of the Class of 1925, he and Mrs. King 
had every member of the class for dinner at their house, in seven 
or eight groups of 50 or 60 students each. President King had been 
in office for about twenty years during our college course. He 
seemed to us to be very benign, and very wise, if somewhat old- 
fashioned. During much of our time, he was not very well, and I 
think it can be said now that to some extent the college was drift- 
ing between 1921 and 1927, when Ernest Hatch Wilkins became 
President. But we were not aware of that at the time. 


In those days, we had compulsory Chapel four days a week, and 
President King often presided. Though the meeting opened with 
prayer, and there was usually a hymn (“Still, Still with Thee” was 
a great favorite and the students boomed it forth with gusto), the 
programs were often musical, and sometimes involved short talks 
by members of the faculty. In this way, the students got to know 
many of the faculty, of all age groups, with whom they might not

otherwise have much contact. Professor Kemper Fullerton of the 
Theological School was particularly liked. On the whole, many of 
the students felt that the regular Chapel meetings—including the 
gatherings on the Chapel steps before and after—were important 
parts of the college experience. 


By this time, President King had published several books, includ- 
ing “The Laws of Friendship” and “Fundamental Questions.” 
There was a required course in Senior Bible which President King 
taught, using one of his books, in effect, as a text. There was, in 
fact, little Bible in this, but it was an unusual experience in ethics 
and human relations. Even then, I think, we felt that some of it 
was a little “out of this world.” But we recognized President King 
was an unusually fine person who set a standard that was prob- 
ably beyond our ability to achieve.

The other benign figure in the leadership of the college was the 
Reverend Edward Increase Bosworth, the Dean of the School of 
Theology. Dean Bosworth was a short, cherubic man with a beard 
in the style of Charles Evans Hughes. He was also a scholar and 
a fine religious and inspirational speaker. He was often Acting 
President of the college, when President King was absent or indis- 
posed. Even though the interests of most of us were not theo- 
logical, we liked Dean Bosworth, and he contributed much to the 
general atmosphere of the college. 


A final figure of general influence who comes vividly to mind was 
George Whitfield Andrews, Professor of Organ in the Conserva- 
tory of Music. Doctor Andrews usually played the organ in the 
Chapel, and his improvised responses following the conclusion of 
the daily prayer were awaited with anticipation and heard with 
appreciation even by those among us who were not musical. Dr. 
Andrews was tall and spare, quick of movement, and friendly to 
all. His walking gait was rapid, with long strides, and coattails 
flying. He also rode a bicycle, with a very high seat, to accom- 
modate his long legs. Although he seemed preoccupied as he rode 
(perhaps composing an organ concerto in his mind), I never knew 
him to have an accident, or even a close brush with a pedestrian. 
He lived in a big house on Forest Street, and two of his children 
were in college while we were there.

There were also strong and influential figures among the college 
faculty. 


Professor H. A. Wager was probably the most popular member 
of the faculty in terms of his stimulation of students, and their 
appreciation of him as a great teacher. His field was English litera- 
ture, presented in terms of thought and criticism, and his courses 
were always packed, and were the occasion for much student dis- 
cussion after class, in the dining halls and dormitories, thus mul- 
tiplying his intellectual impact, which was considerable. 


Another influential faculty member was Dr. Karl F. Geiser, who 
taught political science, particularly in the areas of government 
and political theory. Professor Geiser was an indifferent lecturer, 
and probably was not highly regarded as a teacher by a good many 
of his students. But he had a way of picking out in each class a 
number of students whom he regarded as having special promise. 
He would constantly egg them on, in one way or another. He would 
stop them on the campus and ask if they had read a certain book 
or a recent article. Then he would stop them a few days later to 
see if they had followed up on his suggestion. Professor and Mrs. 
Geiser frequently had students at their home in the evening, and 
it was there that I first met Oswald Garrison Villard, Norman 
Thomas, and other figures of the time. 


In the fields of natural sciences, Harry N. Holmes was outstanding 
as a professor of chemistry. He was one of those who had calls to 
go elsewhere, but stayed at Oberlin because of his belief in its 
traditions and ideals. His special interest was colloidal chemistry, 
which I never understood, but his influence was felt throughout 
the campus. 


In biology, Professor Robert Allyn Budington was very popular 
and influential with his students. He was especially interested in 
those who were thinking of going to medical school. He would 
not accept careless work. Though he held to high standards, he 
was a gentle, kindly man who well exemplified the spirit of science, 
and its place in the educational program of the college.

Professor Samuel R. Williams was Professor of Physics when we 
came to Oberlin, though he left during our course to go to 
Amherst. He was a stimulating teacher of the pre-nuclear physics.

It was for him that Clarence Ward, as architect, designed the 
house which is now the President’s House on Forest Street. Both 
he and Mrs. Williams were very kind to students, and my first visit 
to that house was to accept their hospitality. 


This, of course, leads me to another outstanding member of 
the faculty at that time. Professor Clarence Ward was Professor 
of Fine Arts. He must have been in his middle or late thirties at 
that time, but he seemed to us to have great wisdom, and to ex- 
emplify in a remarkable way the best in the artistic temperament. 
He had graduated from Princeton, which some felt gave him a 
special polish. He had a fund of stories which were especially 
appreciated in student gatherings. I can still hear him tell one 
about “the Pennsylvania Railroad going breakneck speed.” 


There were a number of women on the faculty who were highly 
regarded. I will mention only two. Dr. Florence Fitch taught a 
freshman Bible class, and some courses in the English Department. 
She was a very considerable scholar, and an effective teacher. She 
made the Gospel story more vivid to me than any other person. 
The book which she later wrote, called “One God,” had a wide 
circulation and well exemplified her conception of the brother- 
hood of all men.

Another woman professor was Miss Mary Emily Sinclair. She was 
a Professor of Mathematics, and her particular interest was in the 
calculus of variations. She had studied abroad, and was a person 
of broad interests and background. Because of her field, she did 
not reach large numbers of students. For those who had mathe- 
matical interests, she was a stimulating and imaginative teacher 
who brought out of the student the very best that he or she was 
capable of doing. Miss Sinclair was unmarried. But she adopted 
and brought up two children and made a home for them on Elm 
Street. She did this quietly, and would never have thought she 
was striking a blow for women’s liberty. 

Finally, I will mention another figure of fifty years ago who was 
known to all of the students of that time. He was Azariah Smith 
Root, the Librarian of the College, and Professor of Bibliography. 
Professor Root was a short, roly-poly man, with a beard. I hope it 


is not disrespectful to say that his appearance was a little like that 
of a gnome. His course in bibliography was not profound. But his 
librarianship was extraordinary. On a miniscule budget, with great 
skill and effort, and with much trading, he built up the Oberlin 
College Library until, in our day, it was one of the largest college 
libraries in the country. And he laid the foundations for the con- 
tinued development of the library which have made it a central 
and effective force in the educational program of the college.

There were many more: Frank Shaw, who was Director of the 
Conservatory of Music; Harley L. Lutz, who went on to a dis- 
tinguished career at Princeton; Jesse R. Mack, who in a kindly 
and effective way taught many of us to write—indeed to read; 
Raymond Stetson, who did pioneering work in psychology; Louis 
E. Lord, who was an extraordinary Professor of Classics, with 
special ability to bring the classical essence home to students who 
were not versed in the classical languages; Charles C. B. Martin, 
Professor of Classics, who was not averse to expressing his rather 
strong opinions on any subject; Professor and Mrs. Cowdery, who 
were not scholars, but who taught many students a great deal of 
French, and made a stately pair as they rode bicycles together 
down the street; Professor Russell Jameson, who was a scholar, 
and also taught French effectively; and George Jones, the Secretary 
of the College, who was also the Admissions Department, the 
Director of Financial Aid (such as it was), and overall general 
manager. 

It was a remarkable group. They exemplified Oberlin in our time, 
and had great influence on us over these past fifty years. They 
were all, though with varying facets and degrees, warm and kindly 
human beings. They contributed much to us, and to the com- 
munity, in graciousness, gentility and civility. They are today clear 
reminders of the fact that what the college is now owes much to 
the industry, talent and dedication of large numbers of people 
unknown to the present generation, many of whom gave their 
hearts and lives in order that we might have what we have now. 
And it also shows the responsibility which we today have for the 
large numbers of persons, many yet unborn, who will be here over 
the next fifty years, and beyond. We are all the beneficiaries of 
what they did. We are all fiduciaries for those to come.
